eels that go to make up the duties of 
nearly every woman of mature years 
at some period of her life, and their 
teachings should be instilled in early 
youth, when they are the most easily 
learned. This sort of instruction 
should bo thoroughly inculcated. In 
addition to a knowledge of the above- 
specified duties, it would be a good 
plan also for the managers of deaf- 
mute institutions to have as many 
girls as possible instructed in the art 
of type-setting, dressmaking, millinery, 
and in other light trades, suitable for 
females, so that their field of labor 
and usefulness may be more extended. 

To the female pupils of deaf-mute 
institutions of learning we would say 
that an early and thorough knowledge 
of the duties of the household which 
we have enumerated will fit them for 
proficient household servants, and at 
respectable wages, will enlarge their 
spheres of usefulness, ennoble their 
moral natures, prepare them for the 
enjoyment of life's solid pleasures, en 
able them to become the wives of good 
husbands and retain their best affec- 
tions. 

We offer these hints for what they 
axe worth. The picture of poor do- 
mestic work is no higher colored than 
the facts warrant No discourage- 
ments to deaf-mute girls, but 
advice is intended. If our sugges- 
tions are beneficial we shall have sub- 
served our purpose.

Mr. Longfellow's house at Cam 
bridge is one of tho few Aim 
houses to which pilgrimages will be 
made in the future. It was surround- 
ed with historic associations before ho 
entered it, and it is now surrounded 
with poetic ones, — a double halo on- 
circling its time-honored walls. It, is 
supposed to have been built in the 
first half of tho last century by Colonel 
John Vassid, who died in 1817, and 
whose ashes repose in the churchynrd

VETERAN PRINTEItS. 



William Lloyd Garrison, whose name 
was once so constantly before the pub- 
lic, and who had been' little heard of 
since the war of the rebellion finislu d 
the great work of emancipation, to 
which he devoted his life, and for which 
he suffered every persecution, save 
denth, was complimented recently by 
the New England Franklin Cli»b, tho 
day being the sixtieth anniversary of 
Mr. Garrison's connection with tho 
printing business. This was a fitting 
compliment, paid in the city where Mr. 
Garrison lived in danger of his life, 
with a great price upon his head ; 
where he was mobbed, shut out from 
society, doomed to poverty, and lived 
in perpetual martyrdom. * But in all 
his persecutions he kept the fire of 
freedom alight upon his altar, the 
Liberator, and at length saw the poli 
ey of tho Government adopt his plat- 
form. The great and crushing vic- 
tories of the secession war were fought 
and won after the appearance of the 
Proclamation of Emancipation as a 
fact, and not as a possibility— and that 
proclamation is of the very essence of 
what was known as Garrisonianism. 

Mr. Garrison is but one of the many 
eminent men who have been practical 
printers. The printing office is a 
model school. The boy who spends 
his early years in setting typo must 
obtain a good share of knowledge, es- 
pecially in current history. It was at 
the "case" where Franklin and Greeley 
and Weed and Garrison imbibed knowl- 
edge and meditated great things for 
their future. But in their own busi- 
ness they never could keep up with 
tho rapid improvements that have rev- 
olutionized printing. Garrison at best 
could "work off" no more than "a 
token on hour," (two hundred and 
forty sheets printed on one side only) 
on the rude Ramage press of his day. 
Now we are printing twenty thousand 
sheets on both sides in an hour— that 
is to say, we can i m any news- 

papers in sixty minutes as Garrison, 
the apprentice, could in seventeen days 
of ten working hours per day. 

But even this astonishing* progress 
is outdone by the changes in the fen 
mission of intelligence. When Gar- 
rison was a young printer, theswifi 

imon transmission of news was by 
stage coach, perhaps ten miles an hour 
when in a hurry. To-day we know 
nothing about hours, and scare 
think of minutes. Allowing for dif- 
ference in longitude, news from 1. 
don is lure five minutes before it 
starts, for the lightning overtakes the 
sun as easily as the lightning express 
would overtake tl 
His sixty years, however, do no 
him the veteran. We hi 
York a veteran of printers. Thurlow 
Weed, whose fume needs no trump 
ing. went to the "case" in Catskill, 
when he was twelve years old. 
was born in 1797. TTe" can c 
the 69th anniversary of his apprent 
ship, and why should not our Tyi 
graphical Society recognize t 
given by their brothers in Boston? 
The reminiscences of Mr. Girri 
supplemented by the older and m 
comprehensive nvollections that Mr. 
Weed might present, would be more 
interesting and honorable to "the 
perservativo of all arte." — Xac York 
Mail.
